CITY OF PRINCETOX.

AN ACT to incorporate the city of Princeton.

AN ACT to nmend chapter 62, title 13, of the cude of fown, aud to close up as-
signments {ur beneat of ciiditors,

Section 1. De it enacted by the General Assenlily of the 1nventory,
State of lowa, Thatin any case of assignment for the hen-
. efit of creditors, the debtor or debtors, shall annex to such
assignment an invantory, urder oath or affirmation, of his,
her or their estate, real and personal, aceording to the best
of liis, lier or their knowledge, and alsn a list of his, her or
their creditors. and the amount of their respectine demands;
hut sucli inventory ehall » ot be conclusive as to 1hie amount
of the debtor’s estate;, but such assignment ghall vest in
the assignee or assignees the title to any preperty be-
longing to the debtur or debtars at 1he time of making the
assignment, and comprehended within the general termns
of the same.  Every assignment shall be duly acknowl-
edged and recorded in the county where the person or per-
sons making the same re<ide, or where the business in re.
gpect of which the same is made, has been carried on.

Skc. 2. That the assignee or assignees named in ruch Notice.
assignment shall forthwith give notice thereof by publica-
